ndulum bell weighs 300 nds and the
rgest striking hammer 100 pounds. The
clotk will strike a peal of three bells.

It ix by no means so big, however, as will
be the new town clock orderea for Philadel-
phin, That tim ir to be 351 fect nbove
the strect, and its dial 25 fect in diameter,
The bell will weigh between 20,000 and 25,000
pounds, and its strokes will be heard in all
parts of the Quaker City.

No
man with & big key will olimb the lofty
tower and wind the mwolstrous timepiece,
but a4 stesm engine in the tower will do that
business.
